PUBLIC MUST GO TO CITY HAVf 

Conies of the auditors’ report into their investigation of the 
city’s finances submitted to the city council Tue.sday evening may 
be seen a the office of the city clerk in the city hall 

Without the formality of reading it to the public .the council unan¬ 
imously accepted the report. Only members of the council had copies 
of It. TTiere was no copy for the NEWS, or other newspapers from 
which the public might learn wha the report contained. 

A suggestion by P. L. Bonebrake, a member of the audience, 
tbat the council cause the report to be published for the information 
of an interested public was ignored. "There is only a handful of 
people here and even we have not heard the report,” said Mr. Bone- 
^ake "so I think it would be well to Inform the people of Sterra 
Madre as to the result of tins audit by causing Its publication in 
the Sierra Madre Nevos, which everybody reads. It seems to me this 
would be the best way in which you gentlemen could restore the 
confidence in the community where a million rumors are afloat and 

the people are uneasy.” u » 

William Gellatly of Grand View avenue, another member or 
the .audience, was Informed by the council that it had considered 
the report before its formal submission.

•‘why are we who came here to hear the report discussed, here?’

f Highlights Of The Auditors 
Report On City Finances 

The following paragraphs appear in the report of the Harry 
Booth Co., submitted to the City Council 'Tuesday evening: 

The misappropriation (by Mrs. Jensen) was dl-covered by u.s 
, during the course of our quarterly audit of the books and records 
of the City of Sierra Madre. The purpose of this special examina- 
I tion was to determine the existing .shortage due to the defalcations 
I of Mrs. Florence D. Jensen and to verify, so far as po.ssible, that 
I all city funds have been properly accounted for by other city em¬ 
ployees charged with .such accountability. The period covered wi.s 
determined by consultation with city officials .after a preliminary 
examination did not reveal any apparent shortage prior to July 1, 
1933. 

To the best of our knowledge, from the information and evi¬ 
dence available, Uie entire shortage of $2,987.95 is due to the 
manipulations of the records and cash accounts by Mrs. Florence D. 

Our investigation disclosed that money would be collected by 
Mrs. Jensen from the water consumers and all or a part of .such 
collections would be withheld and not turned over to the city clerk 
at the time the same were made. To cover this shortage, the con¬ 
sumers accounts involved would be shown on the con.sumers ledger 
in arrears, until some future date, when other monies collected from 
other consumers would be previously collected and earned on the 
ledeer in arrears. In this manner the water accounts shown on the 
ledger in arrears at the end of each month were continuilly chang- 
Ine by showing new accounts in arrears. j

We believe that certain changes should be made In the pre.sent 
method of handling ca-=h receipts belonging to the City, and offer 
the following sugge.stions: 

J_Secure a cash register and put all city receipts through the 

register, discontinuing the present system of Individual cash boxes. 

2— I.s.sue instniotlons that no per.sonal or other checks bo cashed 

with city funds. » 

3- Instruct the Bank not to ca.sh any checks made payable to 
the City of Sierra Madre. 

4 —Keep the receipts of each department separate and deposit all 
receipts dally. 

5—Pay all city employees' salaries twice monthly. 

6 Make no advances to any one from city funds. 

7- Have a detail audit made monthly, particularly of the Water 
Department. 

We believe that If the above .'ugge.stlons are followed there 
i will be very little chance of a recurrence of ca.sh shortages In¬ 
volving City funds. No sy.stem will make honest employees, but cer¬ 
tain methods of handling funds will prevent, to a great extent, the 
exercise of dishonest intent.

' There was a time. 100 years ago, when capable 
physicians were rare in this country. People dosed 
them.selves, both with dreadful concoctions made from 
their gardens, and with patent medicines from the 
store. Then arose a swarm of nostrums for the “cure” 
of every disease. These nostrums slew their thousands. 
Many of them existed for no other puiixise than, as 
has been siiid, “to make ailing women happily drunk at 
home.” 

But the advertising of such pain-killers and fool- 
killers was thrown out by most newspapers and maga¬ 
zines at least 25 years ago, says Nation’s Business. As 
good doctors became more common, the thirst for pa¬ 
tent medicine abated. In their wake came some cos¬ 
meticians who preyed on women’s vanity, wily scound¬ 
rels who offered perpetual youth in the form of lo¬ 
tions and creams. 

But the success of any ai’ticle sold in packages de- 
ix:nds, of course, on repeat oiders. Few if any la.sting 
foilunes have been made by lying proprietors of cos¬ 
metics. Women buy once. When they notice no results, 
except jjerhaps a rash or eruption, they do not buy 
again. Most of the permanently advertised beauty 
preparations are made of ingredients which any der¬ 
matologist will tell you are good for the skin. And 
reputable department stores and drug stores, in recog¬ 
nition of their responsibilities to their customei's, will 
handle no Ijeauty preparation to which women in the 
mass are allergic at all.
